Glen L. Adair and Gene Miles, 
both with the rank of seaman second 
class, are two Hamlin sailor boys 
with uniquely parallel experiences. 
They became friends back when they 
were attending the Hamlin schools, 
and by the time they graduated in 
19 44, they had become real buddies. 
With hardly a month’s difference 
in their birthdays— Glenn’s on April

enlisted in the Navy in March 19 45 
at the age of 17. Miles was to report 
to the Dallas office May 12, but he 
decided to go a da y early so that he 
could be with his pal, Adair, who had 
orders to report May 11. 
The two boys left Hamlin by bus 
Thursday, May 10, but somewhere 
on the other side of Albany, their 
bus got stuck in the mud. There they 
sat for seven hours, until 4 o’clock 
Friday morning, when they decided 
to start walking. Finally they hitch­ 
hiked to the Dallas office, arriving at 
10:00 A. 
M., 
one hour late for 
Glenn’s orders and one day early for 
Gene’s. However, the Naval Lieuten­ 
ant heard their story and told Glenn 
“not to g et g ra y -hea ded o v er it, 
but 
to repo rt ba ck on Saturday with his 
buddy.” So began two Navy careers. 
Glenn and Gene took their boot 
training at San Diego, Calif. They 
were home on leave a t the same 
time to visit their parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. D. Adair and Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Miles of Hamlin. When they 
returned to 
California, they both 
shipped out on the same boat for 
Okinawa— Glenn and Gene are still 
together there, 
except they 
don’t 
live in the same tent. 
The boys were in the recent ty­ 
phoon on Okinawa, and in late let­ 
ters, have related some of their ex­ 
periences. Gene wrote, “I lost all my 
clothes and gear with the typhoon.” 


In a letter dated Oct. 14, Glenn 
wrote his parents: “ I guess you’ve 
been kinda worried about me after 
hearing a bo ut the typhoon out here. 
They g a v e us typhoon warnings 24 


hours before the storm. We secured 
our tent and did the best we could 
to make it hold through the storm. 
When the wind started blowing, the 
tent lines broke loose and pushed in 
the sides of the tent. We fought tc 
hold up our tent for about two hour? 
but it finally broke in one side. I 
split the tent and waited for the 
guys to get out. We all went to the

(NOTE: Due to error in last week’s issue, we are reprinting 
the second half of Minister Mardell Ly nch’s article on “ THE SEC­ 
OND COMING OF CHRIST” ) 


The first line should hav e read as follows: 


Our Lord is not coming back to set up His kingdom, for— 


1. The kingdom w-as in ex istence during the opostolic age, 
rhieteen hundred y ears ajro. (a) The apostle J ohn was in it (Rev . 
1 0 ) ’ 
(b) The Hebrews were receiv ing it (Heb. 12:28 ); and (c) 
the Oolossiars were transplanted into it (Col. 1:13-14). 


2. The kingdom was “ at hand” in the day s of J ohn the Bap­ 
tist (Matt. 3:2), J esus announced its near approach (Matt. 10:7 ), 
and it was to come in the lifetime of some then liv ing. (Mark 9:1) 
t 0 assert, therefore, that the kingdom has not y et come is to make 
b oth J ohn the Baptist and our Lord false prophets, as well as obli­ 
gate one’s self to find people y et liv ing who were aliv e while our 
Savior was on the earth! 


3. The Lord will relinquish his reign on his return: “ But 
every man in his own order: Christ the first fruits; afterward they 
that arc Christ’s at his coming. 
Then cometh the end, when he 
-hall hav e put down all rule and all authority and power.” (I Cor. 
15:23-24) Ob serve: (a) the coming of Christ; (b) the end, when 
he delivers the kingdom 
to God. But note the pre-millennial order: 
They teach ( a) 
the coming of Christ; (b) the establishment of 
his kingdom over which 
he reigns for a thousand y ears; (c) then 
the end. This passoge 
teaches that when the Lord returns he will 
cease reigning. 
False teachers are today declaring that only then 
will he b egin his reign! 
“ Let God be true, but ev ery man a liar.” 
(Rom. 3:4) 


The order, then, is as follows: 
(1) the Lord comes on the 
clouds; (2) the dead are raised b oth righteous and wicked (J ohn 
5:28-29); they stand in judgement (Matt. 
25:31-46), 
the Lord 
relinquishes his reign to the Father 
(I Cor. 15:23-24) and the 
righteous enter heaven’s happy home, while the wicked 
are con­ 
signed to their eternal doom. 


Let the reader b e on guard against all false theories and 
prepare himself b y ob edience to the gospel 
faith (Heb. 11:6), re­ 
pent of his sins (Luke 13:3; Acts 17:30), confess his faith in the 
Christ (Matt. 10:30-31) Romans 10:9-10), 
be baptized into Christ 
(Rom. 6:3,4), add the Christian 
graces (II Pet. 1:5-11) and be 
faithful until death (Rev. 2:10) in order that he may be unafraid 
when the glad day shall 
dawn!

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TWO HAMLIN PALS SHARE NAVY LIFE 


GLENN L. ADAIR, S 2 /c 


Glen L. Adair and Gene Miles, 
both with the rank of seaman second 
class, are two Hamlin sailor beys 
with uniquely parallel experiences. 
They became friends back when they 
were attending the Hamlin schools, 
and by the time they graduated in 
1944, they had become real buddies. 
With hardly a month’s difference 
in their birthdays— Glenn’s on April 
25 and Gene’s on May 29— they both 
enlisted in the Navy in March 1945 
at the age of 17. Miles was to report 
to the Dallas office May 12, but he 
decided to go a day early so that he 
could be with his pal, Adair, who had 
orders to report May 11. 
The two boys left Hamlin by bus 
Thursday, May 10, but somewhere 
on the other side of Albany, their 
bus got stuck in the mud. There they 
sat for seven hours, until 4 o’clock 
Friday morning, when they decided 
to start walking. Finally they hitch­ 
hiked to the Dallas office, arriving at 
10:00 
A. 
M., 
one hour late for 
Glenn’s orders and one day early for 
Gene’s. However, the Naval Lieuten­ 
ant heard their story and told Glenn 
“not to get gray-headed over it, but 
to report back on Saturday with his 
buddy." So began two Navy careers. 
Glenn and Gene took their boot 
training at San Diego, Calif. They 
were home on leave at the same 
time to visit their parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. W. D. Adair and Mr. and Mrs. 
Jack Miles of Hamlin. When they 
returned to 
California, they both 
shipped out on the same boat for 
Okinawa— Glenn and Gene are still 
together there, 
except they don’t 
live in the same tent. 
The boys were in the recent ty­ 
phoon on Okinawa, and in late let­ 
ters, have related some of their ex­ 
periences. Gene wrote, “I lost all my 
clothes and gear with the typhoon." 
In a letter dated Oct. 14, Glenn 
wrote his parents: “ I guess you’ve 
been kinda worried about me after 
hearing about the typhoon out here.

Mom, I did some power­ 
ful praying that night w’hile that 
wind was blowing. A few of the guys 
had broken legs and bones but most 
of them were ok. They took them to 
the sick bay, but it had blown away 
— that is, the top had. An army camp 
was hit Inrd and a lot of big ships 
capsized in the sea. Gene and I are 
ok. We can thank the Lord. 
. . It was rough, but I guess 
there are rougher things. I had seen 
wind blow before, but that wind was 
blowing from 80 knots to 135 knots. 
A knot is 1 1-8 mile so you can see 
that it wasn’t any picnic.’'

Cumulative figures show that since 
the agency was established in 1935, 
it has assisted nearly one out of ev­ 
ery five farm families in these two

Approximately 5,300 former ten­ 
ants and sharecroppers have become 
land owners through farm owner­ 
ship loans made under provisions of 
the 
Bankhead-Jones Farm

have repaid their loans in full, 30 
to 35 years ahead of schedule, and 
according to the report, 855 others 
mode repayments last year in ex­ 
cess of $1000, putting them two to 
five years ahead of schedule. 
Included in the rural rehabilita­ 
tion loan figures are 2,100 group 
services or cooperative loans made 
for the purchase of farm machinery 
and purebred livestock to be used 
by 41,634 individual famers. These 
loans enable small farmers to have 
access to equipment and breeding 
stock which they could not afford to 
own individually. 
"The relative significance of joint 
ownership and

(Delayed Letter) 


“24 September 1945 
'Dear Mr. and Mrs. Pope, 
“Finally, the thing we have w’ait- 
kl for so long has come to pass. 
3eace has been 
officially declared 
id many of the boyg are already 
their way home for discharge; 
md it seems that it won’t be long 
mtil many more of us will he going 
Bk to the dear old USA. This is 
l l something for which 
all mankind 
should be thankful, and I’m sure that 
every American did offer a preyer 
of thanksgiving and one for con­ 
tinuing peace. 
“Although Eve been out here for 
a few months and have been in only 
one major operation, I feel that my 
part has been a very small one in 
this war compared to many other 
service men who have spent long, 
tiring months overseas. Especially 
those who were badly wounded or 
even lost their lives for something 
they believed to be right. But I am 
£lad.to have been able to do my lit- 
toward ending this-war. 


“ I’m writing this letter to express 
my appreciation to you for the Ham­ 
lin Herald. I feel that I can speak for 
all of the Hamlin boys overseas as 
to our sentiments toward the Her­ 
ald. It has provided several hours 
of good reading for us about the 
place where our hearts are. When 
a fellow is aw ay from home for sev­ 
eral months, he almost feels as tho’ 
he had lost 
contact with 
friends 
there. But your paper gave us news 
to take our minds off the war and 
think of home for awhile. I know 
that many of the fellows’ faces light­ 
ed up when they received their copy 
of the Herald. Mail is the number 
ONE morale builder out here, ami 
jou have-provided more mail for the 
fellows out here than anyone else in 
Hamlin. This is not an advertise­ 
ment, but I just wanted to think 
you from the bottom of my heart 
for all of the Hamlin boys in service. 
“Now that censorship restrictions 
have been lifted, I’ll tell you some­ 
thing of my whereabouts for the 
past few months. After leaving San 
Diego for the Pacific, our first stop 
was Pearl Harbor. We spent a little 


over three days there, during which 
time we unloaded our Aviation stock 
of supplies a n d loaded parts for 
PBM-5 planes. We next stopped at 
Eniwetok for around 
three weeks 
for a practice period of squadron 
tending. 
After 
leaving there, 
we 
went to Guam for two days; and 
then to Ulithi for a couple of weeks 
of operations. 
“ Then we were assigned to the 
Okinawa area, at the Seadrome an­ 
chorage which was then at Kerema 
R e t t o 
(sometimes 
called suicide 
bay). We arrived there in April and 
stayed until 8 July, at which time 
Our ship was assigned to set up the 
largest Seadrome anchorage in the 
world for Fleet Air Wing One, in 
Chima Wan Bay just off southwest­ 
ern Okinawa. We completed this as­ 
signment in record 
time and re­ 
mained 
there 
until 
12 September 
when we left for Jinsen, Korea, our 
present location. A fter a few weeks 
of operations here, we are expecting 
some China duty; and we are hoping 
to head for the States after that. 
However, one can never tell just 
what duty we might next get. 


“Jinsen is a city of about 50,000, 
but 
compares 
very 
little 
to 
the 
American city of that size. The in­ 
habitants have a very low standard 
of living, and after seeing the place 
once, I don’t care 
to see Jinsen 
again. 
“I feel that I can really appreci­ 
ate Texas after spending some tune 
out here in the far West. My happi­ 
est day will be when I can get back 
to Hamlin and see all of the friend­ 
ly, smiling faces, and here’s hoping 
that won’t be very many months 
from now. 
“Just another Hamlin boy, Wal­ 
ter Cypert.”
